$100,000 to the Austin Police Department to maintain a walking beat 1n
the Holly Neighborhood,

$100,000 for the Holly Neighborhood Grants Assistance Program
managed by Austin Energy,

$50,000 for after-school programs,

$50,000 for a grant writer,

$50,000 for CIP projects, and

$100,000 for cultural arts projects
